In th e coal regions of 
reun&yivatiia and among t i e iron-workors 
th ere >e ¡Jiscontm t over th e proposed re­ 
duction of the wrgos cf the latter, June 
1st, aud thd im m ediate “ bnshel reduction” 
on the labor product of the form er. 
To­ 
d ay is fixed for the strike cf th e coal 
m iners. 
T here is some reason to expect 
th a t th ty will succeed, a t least tem pora­ 
rily, since they resist a very email reduction. 
Betw een iron-w orkers and th e rr.anfact- 
uri rs, however, tu6re is so broad an iisue 
th a t it is not likely to be settled until after 
a long struggle, especially if, as we expect, 
th ere is a bidden purpose behind it all. 
T he disagreem ent m ust affoct injuriously 
m any other injuries. 
The iron m anufact­ 
urers declare, 
w ith apparent sincerity, 
th a t they m ust reduce wages or “ shut 
d o a n 
the workm en reply th a t this is not 
inevitable, and th a t they are m aking polit­ 
ical capital a t th eir expense. 
B ut if the 
m anufacturers shall establish th o fact th a t 
th e cost of production is in excess of the 
rew ard of sales, the workm en will have no 
alternative b at to subm it—hard as it may 
be. 
There is no m ethod th ey can em ­ 
ploy to compel the m ann'acturera to pro­ 
duce at a lose, and whan th e Iaiier set 
about to prove loss to vbeir ow n satisfac­ 
tion they are not a t ai) likely to consider 
th a t th e w orkingm an's judgm ent is of a 
different character. W ith very rare excep­ 
tions stiik is operate moro severely npon 
th e working classes, and rarely do they 
bring about tb s end desired by tho w ork­ 
ers. 
If there has been over-production, 
-and 
th e 
product, as 
a 
consequence, 
has declined, no possible (¡trike can prevent 
a narrow ing of labor or a reduction of the 
wage rate. 
AU it can do is to shorten the 
in terv al ia w hich th e m arket supply will 
lessen and the prices advance ; b u t in the 
m eantim e the w orker is idle aud pays 
dearly for hia idleness. 
W b at the w ork­ 
m an seldom does before striking is to ascer­ 
ta in exactly the condition of th e m arket. 
I f he would do this he would b9 able to 
discrim inate betw een th e ra p tc ity of tho 
em ployer and the necessity th a t forces him 
to reduce wages, 
T he failure of nearly all 
th e g reat strikes should be a lesson to w ork­ 
m en, and teach them th at, how ever hard 
th e lo t oí the wage-winner, he rarely in­ 
deed can settle the difficulties arising o at 
of surplus of labor, over-production, or 
un h ealth y competition, by striking. 
If it 
w ere possible cr rig h t to lim it hum an free­ 
dom and narrow the labor m arket, the 
w orker m ight exercise a oontrol over the 
wage paid. B at th is m ay not be, and hence 
th e threatened strikes will fail, as those of 
th e past have failed, and the m anufacturers 
w ill accomplish exactly th a t for which they 
a :m —to make the- strikes excuses for closing 
m ills th a t they wish to close anyhow . 
In 
th e case of th e iron-w orkera it is to be 
noted th a t when they struck in 1882 for an 
increase of rolling mill wages, daring the 
continuance of the strik e—and it extended 
over several m ouths—rolled iron did not 
advance, ana pig iron declined. 
The re­ 
p o rt of th e A m erican Iron and Steel A sso­ 
ciation up to April 1st of this year shows 
th a t th e evil* of over-production in 1879 
-yn4 1880 have not been wholly overcome, 
and th at alarm ia felt because of the tariff 
modification which takes effect July 1st. It 
is not unreasonable to look upon this ap­ 
parent alarm as purposeful, and assumed, 
w ith a view of affecting legislation in Con­ 
gress. In whatever tight viewed, however, 
it would have been discreet for the iron­ 
workers, at least for this year, to have 
postponed their strike. 
If the threatened 
reduction is for political effect, the scheme 
w ill be carried o u t ; if it la of necessity it 
w ill not be abandoned, and thus the work­ 
ers will be forced toyiald or remain idle.

M . Simon, for ten years a Consul of 
F rance in China, w rites in La. A cure We 
H fvue to Biy t'ia t lis experience teaches 
him th ere is m ore need for m issionaries in 
F ran ce th an ;a China, in several respects. 
H e points out, for instance, th a t infanti­ 


cide is more prevalent in France than in 
the Celestial Empire, and that children as 
a rule are better oared for, while mnrders, 
suicides and “ accidental ” deaths are less 
in proportion to the population. 
This 
statement has 
awakened 
attention 
in 
France, and the social scientists are busy 
discussing it and the measure of 
M. 
Ployre, a bill in the Chamber of Deputies 
to encourage tho populating of tho Repub­ 
lic, and in which he confesses that the 
population of Franje is at a standstill, if 
not actually diminishing. 
The bill pro­ 
poses to encourage child-bearing ia mar­ 
riage, by allowing a rebate of fifteen pdf 
cent of the annual taxes of the head of a 
family in which there are more than four 
children, and an additional rebate of five 
per cent, for e&oh child in excess of five. 
In case the head of the family pays no 
taxes, or it his taxes do not exceed 100 
francs a year, then he shall be entitled to 
a premium of 200 francs for hia fifth child 
and to another premium, ia each case 
larger by 100 franca than the preceding, for 
each additional child he may have. 
It ia 
held by the friends of the 
bill that 
the 
upper 
classes 
set 
the 
perni­ 
cious example of limiting the number of 
children, as a large family is deemed 
a misfortune. 
Says one journal, that, 
however, manifests bitterness aud preju­ 
dice : “ So deeply has this feeling become 
rooted in the social life of the nation, that 
parents who have large families are looked 
upon as being culpably and indecently im­ 
provident.” 
We bavo no intention now of 
entering into the 0ft discussed question 
of population. 
Admitting the facts to be 
as stated by M. Pleyre, the eubject pre­ 
sents itself with sufficient force to engage 
thoughtful attention. But an amusing phase 
cf tbo question iathe eagerness with which 
the Amerioan Mormons seize upon the text 
to fortify their polygamous system. Here, 
exclaims the church organ, is the result of 
the social system of tho most cultured and 
refined people—a people who denounce 
plural marriage as the grossest of crimes, 
and who despise or pity the Mormon 
women. 
These same Mormon women, it 
adds, are better thau their cultured French 
neighbors. 
It then proceeds to show that 
they hold it to be a duty and a privilege 
to labor in homely toil, and dig in the fields 
for the maintenance cf the offspring of 
natural affection and the precious gifts of 
God, while their sisters of “ French and 
American high-toned society” destroy their 
young, that they may fritter away their 
time in revel and luxury. 
And then the 
holy mouthpiece of an iniquitous church 
grows wrathful, and exclaims iu the heat 
of its virtuous indignation: “ When our 
pure-minded wives and mothers, with 
their numerous progeny, stand in the pres­ 
ence of the Holy Ones, they will shine 
fairer and brighter than the acgels, and 
join with Sara and Rebecca and Deborah 
and Hannah and the honored women of 
old, while the tainted and spotted crea­ 
tures who have sinued against God and 
their own bodies, denuded of paint and 
powder, fashion’s fripperies and art’s hy­ 
pocrisies, will be overwhelmed with shame 
and contempt.”

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One of the obstacles in the path of the

FINDINGS OP JUDGE WILLIAMS IN THE 


ODD PELLOWÓ’ SANS CASES. 


The Story of th e F ailu re—Peculiar Acts 
of th e D irectory—The C oiut lin d s 
Fraud and C ollation 


The following is a full abstract cf the 
findings of fact and the conclusions of law, by 
the Superior C curt of Sacram ent-, Hon. Geo. 
E. W illiams presiding, which have just teen 
filed, in the case of H . G. Smith, r-tsignoe, 
vs. Tfca O Jd Fellows’ Saving? and Com­ 
mercial Bank and others, and the decree in 
which case was published in tho R ecobd 
U nion ye3terday morning. The Odd Fellows' 
B ack cate?, a-3 popularly known, have been 
pending a num ber oi years, and have excited 
a great deal of interest through’ u! the State. 
Tnese findings present a full history of the 
cases ia the view of the Court, under the 
volaminous testimony taken. 
I t is under­ 
stood th at an appeal will be taken to the Su­ 
preme Court. 
The Court finds th at the Odd Fellows’ Sav­ 
ings and Commercial Bank was legally incor­ 
porated to do a general savings and com­ 
mercial bank business since M arch 1, 1875. 
September 21,1878, the Directors met, except 
Aldolph Heilbron, there bring cue vacancy 
beside. 
H . G. Sm ith was President. 
Ixo 
notice was given cf the meeting except 
verbally ; Heilbron waB not notified ; Smith 
presided. 
W el’y mpvod to discontinue the 
business of the baLk, end assign to Sm ith the 
ass«t3. 
Suiith resigned as President, and 
Edw ard Cadwalader was elected, and im­ 
mediately made an a lig n m en t to Smith. 
The Direct re, except Robin, ware indebted 
to the back for money borrowed and as sure­ 
ties. Borides for balances dne on subscription 
for stock, Cadwsiader owed 81.848, Chris. 
Green 83,000. Mike B rjte 82 000, Adolph 
Heiibron S3 400, end D. IV. YVelry £3,400. 
Tho aggregate indebtedness cf the Directors 
to the ¡lick »i< §172.379 20. 
October 9, 1878, tha Directors filed with 
the Recorder an inventory of the bank prop­ 
erty, asscti and debt?, but it did not con­ 
tain any statem ent ol the imlebtedne.-s of 
Green, Bryto, or H tilbrou,.on account of un 
paid stock. 
Ic . showed the value of the 
assets to be £740,379 0G; 
the liabUilits 
§644,843 02, and £51,248 99 was allowed h r 
shrinkage, leaving §44 305 03 of assets ovtr 
liabilities. 
October 15, 187S, Sm ith filed his bond r.s 
ar-signee. 
Among tb s sureties were Mike 
B -yte. Chris Green a a i Adolph H tilbron, 
and other debtors of the bank. 
Tne neveu 
w ere emetics for 857*000, and five of them — 
Mike Bry'.e. Chris Green, Adolph Heilbron, 
S. W . Butler end Theodore Maas—were 
stockholders. 
The next day after the assign­ 
m ent was Sunday. 
Monday, September 23d, 
the bank did not open, and gave notice ol 
suspension. 
Saturday evening, September 
21bí. at the time of r-aaignmcni, tirare was in 
the bank vault 86,303 83, cf which 8776 09 
wfre cash taps of H. G. Smith ; checks, 
§137 49 ; greenbacks, £40 ; silver, $2,046 40; 
gold, 83,363 25. 
Monday morning following 
only §4,283 19 remaiced. to w it:

check", §10; 
the greenbacks 
and Smith's tags as men­ 
tioned before. 
This difference was caused by 
Sm ith paying hia brother, F. If. Smith, 
$1 299 to save him from lo-to upen dtporits, 
and a draft filed for collection :_aho by pay­ 
ing the Board of Trade 884 52, of which 
Sm ith was Treasurer. 
The Directors had 
ordered the back salaries to be paid end the 
current bills, and money to be sent to New 
Y ork to protect drafts. 
The remainder of 
the cash and equivalents were removed by 
Sm ith from the bank on September 23d. The 
inventory did nut coattin an account of 
Sm ith’s cash tags, and set out the sum of 
$3 062 31 as all the money rec-ived by Smith 
as assignee. 
Septem b:r 16, 1878, Sm ith, eb 
P resident, cave orders to pay no depositor 
exceeding §50, aud if more w»s required, to 
resistor the demand. He then owed the b*uk 
§2,796 46 on an unsecured cote of S10.000, 
made bv Sm ith and Samuel Livensoa to the 
b;.ck. 
This was exclusivo of indebtedness 
bef ire mentioned. 
Oa th at day, after the order was made, 
Sm ith presented three checks iu his own fa­ 
vor, draw n by Ben. Buiiard, hÍ3 brother in- 
1-iw, G. W . Sm ith. Piis eon, and F . Sm ith, 
another sor, all depositors. 
The chicks were 
in blank. 
Sm ith ascertained the amount due 
each, and filled in the checks accordingly. 
Tho to t*1 amount was £2,901 90, and was 
paid by applying §2.796 46 of it to the pay­ 
m ent of balance due ou the $10,600 note, and 
the balance was received by Sm ith in cash. 
On closing the bank September 21st there 
was on hand §5,449 65. 
Oa Monday follow­ 
ing, after the amounts stBted ware taken out, 
the bookkeeper changed the books by inter­ 
lineations and erasure», to make it appear 
th at the check cf Frank Sm ith and the oilier 
amounts oaken out on Sunday end Monday 
were the traneactions cf Saturday, the 21rt. 
This was don» to conceal the transactions of 
Sunday and Monday. 
One of the rau es for the aiBignment

’ conveyed to it by Sm ith June 2d, end §4.000 


which Smith deposited with it from money in 
his hands, ae assig. ee, to enable it to com­ 
mence bnsinfsi. 
June 23 1879, Sm ith commenced this ac­ 
tion and served summons on the croes-com­ 
plainants who had commenced suit against 
the Odd Fellows’ Bank. 
H e svorred th at h9 
had converted into money nearly all the prop­ 
erty he had received as assignee. 
This was 
not true. 
H e had converted only a small 
portion of it. 
H e averred th at he had in 
hand $275,0C0 proceeds of the Bale cf the 
property, 
h was net true. 
H e did uot have 
exceeding $50,600. 
The Court here names 
the creditors of *thu Odd Fellow»’ B»nk who 
had recovered judgment against it, with the 
date of commencement of action and date of 
judgm ent in each case. 
A t the commetice- 
meupt of their enits they procured to be issued 
writs of attachm ent upon property described. 
On t.he prayer of Sraiih the former D istrict 
O ouit restrained said plaintiffs from execut­ 
ing their judgments. 
The property trans­ 
ferred by Sm ith to the Peoplb’a Bank Jan u ­ 
ary 2d was productive property, producing 
one per cent, per m onth on the valuation 
agreed upon by Sm ith with the' Odd F tlio sa ’ 
Bank aud the Peoplb’s Back. 
Tfce judgment iu the case of the People’s 
Bank vs. the Odd Fellows’ Bank, A ugust 4, 
1880, v is obtained by c Ilusión between tbe 
parties to give ta advantage to the People’s 
Back over the other creditors, and particu­ 
larly over the complaining creditors in this 
action, to their prejudice. 
Upon the filing 
of tbe complaint in the action, June 21, 1S80, 
attachm ent was served on H . G. Smith, the 
Odd Fellows’ Bank and the People’s Bank, 
with girniihm ent in the usual form. 
Tho judgm ent in favor of J . J . Keegan 
agaiast the Odd Fellows’ Bank, August 4, 
1880, was obtained by collusion between the 
parties to gain an advantage over complain­ 
ing creditors, to their prejudice, »nd gh at­ 
tachm ent issued in tne action. 
The de­ 
mand on which Keegan’s judgm ent was 
founded belonged to W illiam Beckm ar, who 
bought them for the bsnefit of tha People’s 
Bank, and m ed iu the name of Keegan, 
who had no interest iu the demands. 
Said 
judgm ent is pleaded in this action in the 
name of Keegan, for th$ use aed benefit of 
B sck m a', who h is always upheld said as- 
eigninenf, and in this action upholds and de­ 
fends the sams, in the name cf Kesgan, for 
the use and benefit of the People’s Bank. 
Assignee Sm ith never made sny public 
sales of tha essets which came to bis hands. 
Thay have all been private. 
A t the time of 
the trial he claimed to havo about $80,600, 
about-§50, C00 of which was in the People’s 
Back, and is the money mentioned on June 
7, 1879. 
Tbe remaiuder was invested in the 
Pioneer M ill burinesa cf H . G Sm ith & Co. 
He nev; r kept ar y accounts cf the moneys bo 
invested. 
Huntoon, Cashier of the People’s 
Buck, who kept Sm ith’s acccuntn as as- 
• ign.ee, had no account of this mOsev. 
The 
only books in which any receipt or disburse­ 
m ent of it were made w>re the boolr3of H .'G 
Sm ith it Co., k sptby W. H . Hicks, bookkeeper 
of Pionetr Mills. 
These books show what 
money Sm ith put into th at buomess and what 
he drew cut, but do net show what part c»me 
into his hinds as assignee or were bo paid 
out. 
A il the m ocojs received by him as 
esrigne?, except th at paid ou the 10 per cent, 
dividend mentioned in the complaint, amount­ 
ing to about $55,000, and about $15,000 paid 
to Wells, Fargo & Co., except such as he 
paid to ihe People’s B snk under the contract 
of June 7th aforementioned, were put into 
the business of H . G. Sm ith & Co. 
Of this 
money ho had takon about $10,000 for com- 
noiss'r n as assignee, and had paid his attorney 
£10,000. 
The bocks kept by his clerk, Hun- 
toon, who acted ss keeper of bis accounts a> 
assignee, did not show anything of Sm ith’, 
payments to himself for commissions as ns- 
H'gr.ee, nor of moneys paid Ids attorney. 
From the bff inning to the time of tiia1, tha 
assignee need all tho moneys coming to his 
hands ss euoh assignee, except thoss above 
specified, and with some of which funds, to 
ths amount of about S7,0C0, he bought claims 
of depositors in tha bank of his assignor, 
taking the claims in th j name of Hicke, in 
order to conceal his interest therein, ar.d 
which claims ho purchased for 50 cents t n ths 
dollar. 
He also tued some of tho stockhold­ 
ers of tbe Odd Fellows’ Bank ia U19 name of 
Hicks upon these claims so bought. 
The said assignment of September 21,1878, 
was made, both ou the part of the assignor 
and the assignee, to hinder and defrr-ud the 
creditors of c .i l assignor, and wsb made more 
for tira benefit of the debtors tbsn the cred­ 
itors of n&id areignor. 
The complsioi.-.g cred­ 
itors who received the 10 per cent, dividend 
from ptoic.tiff did not know of tha facto 
touching want of authority to make said 
alignm ent, and th3 fraudulent character, of 
the same, except the creditors wco filed the 
o iginal arew sr and cross-compJaint August 
11, 1879 ; End all ere ’iters who received «.-.id 
aivideud, at.d recovered judgm ent agair.st 
the Odd Fellows’ Bank, credited said p ,y 
mente unen judgment» bj recovered, 
Ju iy 31, 1877, the bank filed a report re­ 
quired by law ihowing its condition to June 
30, 1877. 
Asset», $1.020.526 SS ; liabilities 
the same, to w it: Due depositare, $887,44122; 
cvpitsl paid in. 884.600; subscribed. $15,460 
(£100.000); reserved fuud, $33,082 66 ($120,­ 
526 88). 
January 26, 1878, the statem ent 
tiled showed condition to December 31, 1877, 
Assets, $1,029,062 22; liabilities duo dc-po»i 
tors, §853,949 12; capital stock as beioro ; 
du- other bar ks, §36 36-1 12; reserve, S3S,- 
7-18 93; total, $1,023,062 22. 
July 29. 1878,

Mr. ijm ita, as President, 
and Mr. rinow, as Cashier, swoie to the state­ 
m ent »s of their persona) knowledge and be- 
iief. 
From June 30, 1878, to September 21, 
1878, there was no m aterial charge iu the 
condition of the back. 
October 9, 1878, ihe 
bank tiled wi'.h the County R eo rd er nn in­ 
ventory of its eseets and liabilities. 
Assets, 
§740,397 06; liabilities, §644,843 02; fxrc?s 
of nssets after d-'ductirg shrinkage, ($51,­ 
248 99) 844,305 05 Toe following aeseiti were 
good and collectable except from W il y, sad 
ware om itted in ths inventory : Due trom 
Mika Bryte. §2 000 ; G e a et cl , §3 000 ; A.

Smith, assigte?, to tho People’s Savings 
B ark cf Sacramento, a rd agreed to “ bear 
out ” tbe Directors io making the conveyance 
ia any manc-er they chess. 
A t this meeting 
the minute* show 426 shares ware represented 
and were a m ajority of the capital stock as 
shown by the Secretary’s minutes, but the 
Court fiad that they did not constitute a ma­ 
jority of the Bhares held. 
Tne same day the Director» met, and un­ 
animously resolved that whereas the assignee 
had sold all the property assigned, or at­ 
tempted to be assigned to him, to the Peo­ 
ple’s Bank ; and whereas, that bank desired 
the Odd Fellow»’ Bank to nnite in convey­ 
ance, therefore the President of the Odd 
Fellows’ Bonk was authorized for that bank 
to convey to the People’s Bank all the titis of 
the Odd Fellows’ Bank on any properly 
claimed by Smitb, as assignee, and sold by 
him to ths People’s Bank.

erty received by hire, Smitb, under said si 
sign men’. 
Beckman was the projsctorof the 
People’s Bank, and resigned the Presidency 
of the Odd Fellows’ Bank to accept the Pres- 
i if ncy of the People’» Bank, and also became 
a stockholder in tbe People’s Bank. 
H e wag 
such President during the transaction of all 
the m atters between said People’s Bank and 
Smitb. 
A ll the claims agsinst the OJd Fel­ 
low»’ Bank purchased by the People’s Bank 
or Keegan were claims of parties who were 
depositors in the savings departm ent of the 
Odd Fellows’ Bank. 
The judgments hereto­ 
fore mentioned w»rs obtained by like depos­ 
itors. 
E xhibit “ B ” of the complaint never 
was a part of one of the by-laws of the Odd 
Fellows’ Bank. 
W herefore, the Court finds as conclusions 
of law : 
F irst—T hat the purported assignment cf 
September 21, 1878, by the O Jd Fellows’ 
Bank to H. G. Sm ith never was the corpora­ 
tion act of the b a A , and never had sufficient 
ratificatün 
Second—Tha assignment is null aud void 
as to all judgm ent creditors of the bank who 
appeared as defendants and contested i t ; but 
having beau ratified by the People’s Bank 
and J . J . Keegur, assignees of certain credit­ 
ors of the Odd Fellows’ Bank, the earne i) 
valid as to them. 
As to creditors of tho Odd 
Fellows’ B in k who were served with sum­ 
mons or appeared in this action and proved 
their chim a but have not contested the as­ 
signment, the same is affirmed. 
Third—The transactions of the 2d and 7th 
of Jane, 1879, as before described, between 
H. G. Sm ith and tbe People's Bar.k are 
fraudulent and illegal, as against all other 
creditore, and 
not binding 
upon 
them. 
Said 
transactions, 
however, 
having 
been upheld by the parties thereto, and 
fh9 
People’s 
Bank, 
by 
contract

June 7, 1879. having agreed to hold Sm ith 
harmlces for making tho contract, and having 
enjoyed tho advantages thereof, and held the 
property received thereunder, and appropri­ 
ated it to its own uoe, are tharefore held bind­ 
ing as between the parties thereto.

N inth—The judgm ent in favor of the

Bank, dated August 4, 1880. wae not a lien 
upon any propetty conveyed to tho People’s 
Bank by Smith as assignee, nor upon any 
other property in bis hands. 
F ifth—The judgment in tavor cf Keegan 
against the Odd Fellows’ Bonk, dated about 
August 4, 1880, wa9 not a ii»n upon any 
property h?id bySm i’-h or the People’s B ink. 
Sixth—The judgm eat creditors sgainst the 
Odd Fellows’ Bsr.k named in tho decree 
[published iu the ¡Recobd U nion yesterday] 
have valid liens upon the real estate in Sac- 
n m e rto county belonging to ths OJd Fel­ 
low»’ Bank September 2, 1878. 
Seventh—Tne People’s Bank acd H . G.
